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 Maryland Community Health System supports Senate Bill 26 – Maryland Medical Assistance 

Program, Maryland Children’s Health Program, and Workgroup on Low-Income Utility Assistance.  The 

bill provides for a workgroup to framework for ensuring people who qualify for the Supplemental 

Nutrition Assistance Program (SNAP) to enroll seamlessly into Medicaid.  

We support this initiative because it could remove extra steps to enrollment in Medicaid, thereby 

reducing the barriers to obtain Medicaid coverage. Maryland has made tremendous progress in 

reducing the number of uninsured, but the remaining 6.5% fall into communities with fewest resources. 

Coverage is a critical strategy in improving their health outcomes.i
